Three months after, when the twelfth 


regiment, having reaped in the field of 
baule an abundant harvest of glory, was 
making it« triun.phal entry into Stra>burg, 
Pierre Pitois wan ignommiou»ly dragged 
bacn to his corps by a brigade of gem 
d'armes. A coutt-martial is immtdmiely 
c.lltd. Pierre Pitois la accused oi Hoping 
deserted at the very moment when hn 
reg.ment was to meet toe enemy luce to 
late. The court presented a singular 
spectacle. 
Un the one side stood form Iht 


accuser, who cried: 


Piene Jritui«, you, one of the bravest 


men in the army; you, on who»e breast 
the star of honor yet gluten; you, who 
never incurred either puuUhmMit or censure 
Vom }uur officers; you Cuuld not have 
quitted your regiment—quitted it almost 
jn the eve of hbitle—without tome uower- 
ul motive to impel yon !
